One thinks of STRAIN in connection with the many 
athletic pursuits at Madera High, but in the Science and 
Math Departments when one mentions strain most likely 
one will think of the annual toothpick Bridge Building 
contest. The contest, supervised by MR. ROBERT SMITH 
and MRS.
